"You are going to find in this cam-

As Mayor Curley confers again today 
with Secretary lokes, It is to be hoped 
that there will be little weeping over 
spilt milk. A number of valuable and 
worth-while projects exist which Boston 
I may very well undertake to complete at 
;this time with tiie advantage of Federal 
aid. Par from turning it culd shoulder 
toward all projjosal.s and siuidry, the 
I State Kmersency Finance Board has in- 
dicated that it would bo glad to approve 
a well-con.sidcrcd program of new 
public works for Boston totalling some 
$10,000,000. 

Projects for the effective improvement 
of traffic conditions stand high in 'the 
list of plans wliich now deserve prompt 
performance. Boston clearly needs relief 
from congestion at certain important 
street intersections, and much could bo 
accomplished in this regard simply by 
the construction of inexpensive over- 
passes and imderpa.sscs. Take the con- 
ditions along Huntington avenue, for 
example. So far as the present movt>- 
ment of trolley car."! in the reserved area 
of this street Is concerned, the existing 
situation is quite .satisfactory just as it 
stands. On this part of the .■straightaway, 
the trolley cars already move at fair 
speed, and there is no need of an im- 
mense outlay to place them under 
ground. The trouble cor.-.es at the main 
intersections. This is notably true of 
the cro.ssing of Huntington avenue with 
Ma.ssachu.setts. Here, as the Municipal 
Research Bureau and other civic Ixjdies 
have urged, there should iy^an underpass. 

Some able observers have urged tl-ic 
desirability of a two-level underpass at 
this point, the deeper cut canying the 
trolley cars and the upper level carrying 
motor traffic under Massachu.setts ave- 
nue. But such a design would be ex- 
pensive. The Research Bureau estimates 
that the double underpa.ss, Including a 
passenger station and two escalators, 
would cost either $1,796,000 or $2,589,000, 
depending on the question whether 
busses were substituted for trolley cars 
during the construction period, or 
whether trolley traffic continued to op- 
erate overhead on special wooden suji- 
ports during con.structlon. An Inexpen- 
sive one-level underpas.s, such as the 
Bureau suggests, seems to us an ade- 
quate solution. Himtington avenue Is a 
wide street, aniil the underpass cinild be 
so built that it would provide not onlv 
for tlie trolley tracks but also for at 
least one lane of motor tratllc each way, 
nnd otill leave space on the street level 
for automobiles making right or left- 
hand turns froni Huntington into Mas- 
sachusetts. 

To provide fully adequate space on the 
street level, perhaps It would be neces- 
sary tft trim a few feet, oft the wide 
Huntington a(Venuc sidewalks near the 



intersection. But if this v/ere done,- then 
as William C. Loeffler and his as.sociater 
in the Research Bureau suggest, "study 
.should be given to the advisabiUty and 
cost of starting the descents to the 
underpass a sutflcient distance away from 
tne intersection so as to eliminate the 

I need for cutting off the sidewalk im- 
mediately adjacent to. the inter.section" 

I where jjedestrian traffic is greatest. 

Again, one of the most heavily trav- 
elled street intersections in Boston is the 
crossiiig of Commonwealth avenue with 
Massachusetts. During the rusli hours, 
niglit and morning, there is always a 
pile-up of motor vehicles at this point, 
with considerable delay nnd confusion 
resulting. A.s wo have suggested before, 
a good solution would be an overpa.ss 
of Massachusetts by Commonwealth. In 
the broad avenue, 240 feet wide, judicious 
Lse of the parked area for a short dis- 
tance on cither side of Massachusetts 
avenue would give ideal facility for the 
ajJiiroaches to such an overpass. 
Work of this character merits the

.Sixteen bulldlngH. most of them very 
I old but none of particular value to tlie 
I historian, have been in the patli of tliis 
improvement. Half a rto/.en of theni are 
already razed. The two iHrse-tt are on 
either aide of WebMtcr avenue, on Han- 
over street. One ot tliem is the old Web- 
ster Hovise, Wliich was built a^lxvut lH4i) 
and »t the time was one of the few 
largo buildinSH in the district. Aside 
from the general Interent. in the work of 
i-onstructlnif tlie 'prado" for tlu; benehl 
of ilie Hlvim dwellers, lies the more spe- 
clalizod Interest In the historical siKniti- 
canoe of the territory and of the buildings 
which characterize It. 

Unity Btreel, across which the ' prado 
will extend, was described by Porter 
years ago as a "conReni.al rello ot the 
past." 'it lies between Tlleston and 
Charter streets, and was laid out before 
1710 by a syndicate which owned certain 
land thereftboutH which they offered In 
convenient lots (or home builders.

What has l>een called the best pre- 
served specimen of hrld.c houses In Bos- 
ton was at No. 23 Pnity street, built oi 
brick Imported from abroad. The win- 
dows were wide and the panes s<)uarB. 
The entrance was back from the street. 
■U the outbreak of the Revolution ;t 
M-as inhabited by Thomas Knox Rmci-y, 
a silversmith. The British took possi-s- 
sion of the house and oceupird it during 
the siege, openlns a small trrooery shop. 
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The next house on the right revealed 

rather eccentric architectural features, 
one ot which was a carved brick lintel 
and along the whole front was an at- 
tempt to ornament by an irregular relief 
in brick. The brick house, No. in, long- 
torn down, was the one which Benjajnin 
Franklin owned for many years and 
which was the home of his two sister;-:. 
Ijliziibeth and Jane. 

The "prado" will cost about $275,000, 
all but $50,000 having been expended for 
the purchase ot the property Involved. 
It will be laid out in concrete and contain 
fountains, llower gardens and seat.-;. 
Though- adjoliuntf tbe Weljster avenue 
playground which was laid out m an- 
other alum clciirance movement a few 
jears afro, It will not be a part of that 
reservation. It will be a rest spot for the 
mothers of the large families of the dis- 
trict who have scarcely any other place 
to go near their homes to obtain a breath 
of fresh air or n Klhnps(> of the sun. 

On L'nlty Btreet three buildings in the 
rear of Christ Church have been taken, 
and two buildings across the street. Their 
destruction will open up the vista acros.s 
the playgroimd. and with the removal of 
the Webster house, wliich Is now vacant 
and windowlesK, and the removal of ar. - 
other large building a.croHs the alley "n 
Hanover street, the vi.ota, will be cdin- 
plete, from churc-h to church, and th-^^- 
rtpening off Hanover street will be nearl>- 
100 feet In width. 

The trustees of the (Jeorge Hoheri 
White Fund were most enthusiastic siboui 
this city improvement from the time it 
was suggested. They had cunstrucled 
seven health units from the annual In- 
come aiul had resolved to construct no 
more. Here was an oppoi-tunlty also to 
meet the demands of a modern age in 
making the lives of poor jieople rriuch 
more attractive. There were plenty of 
precedents In Boston and nUier large 
cities for the enterprise. The Morton 
street. North JOnd, playground had lieen

At least three of | 
the candidates for Mayor are Wen i 
wliom in ordinary years the associa- 
tion would be glad to indorse— Mr 
Mansfield. Senator Henry Parxman Jr 
and Judge Michael H. Sullivan. 
There is the further fact that eight 
years ago the organization backed 
Malcolm E. Nichols, who Is now run- 
ning for another term. It has been 
generally accepted that the associa- 
tion would not indorse Mr NlohoU 
this year, but each of the other three 
men just mentioned might feel that 
he ought to have its wholehearted sup- 
port. Moreover, most people think 
that no one of the three would have 
entered the contest if he had not ex- 
pected that support. ,' 

Parkman Choice Expected \ 

The pre^■aiIlng opinion now is that ' 
the association will indorse Senator 
I Parkman, and pass over Mr Man.■^hcld i 
' and Judge Sullivan. If it does, its 
critics will try to capitalize the charge 
that It wa.s Ijound to select a candl- 
dato from the Back Ka\ , in spite ol 
the fact that the record shows tlic 
organization has apparently not been 
narrow or bigoted in distributing Its 
favors. Nothing has been ^aid here 
of the possibility that the Goo<l Govern- 
nient Committee may indorse Ex- 
Congre.«Mman Joseph F. O'Connell;

Nichols and Parkman 

Indeed, no one ^isn 1*^1 now what 
will happen to any ol lh*> canrlidates, 
but many experienced observers think 
the result may depend in large meas- 
ure on the HUccesB of one or another 
in rousing the \'oteis so that, they will 
take him, with enlliusiasm, at fare 
value. 

Although Mr Nichols' supporters say 
their candidate has not been injured 
by Senator Parkman's entrance into 
the flghl., the general opinion is other- 
wise, Mr Nichols, to ha sure, did not 
receive, all of the Republican votes 
when lie ran eight years ago, but ex- 
amination of the retuin,'3 show that 
much of his strength lay in the Repub- 
lican wards. At that time he had also 
the iTidoraement of the Good Govern- 
ment Association. The latter aseet he 
will not have this year, and it must 
be assumed that Mr Parkman will re- 
ceive some Republican votes which 
were cast for Mr Nl<;bols eight years 
airo. 
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Mr Parkman's friends pradlct. In 
deed, that he will have more Repub- 
lican votes than the ex-Mayor. The 
lalter'a committee is confident that his 
Democratic supi>ort will more than 
compensate for any Republican votes 
he may lose. Mr Nichols and Mr Foley 
have thus far conducted quiet cam- 
paigns; they have relied principally on 
bouse gatherings and other opportuni- 
ties for meeting the YOtei* at close 
quarters. 



250,000 Votes Expected 

The mo.sl crnmmon i^kps.s now is that' 
about ^50,000 vote.s will be cast in the 
election. On ihat basis, about 195.000 
vrites will be Democratic, and ap- ■ 
proximately 85,000 Republican. There 
are six Democrats in the field, and two 
Republicans, not counting former State 
Auditor Alonzo B. Cook, whose 
strength, it is generally believed, will 
be negligible. The Republican vote I 
will be divided in some unknown pro- 
portion between Ex-Mayor Nichol.'? and 
Mr Parkman. Messrs Coakley, Foley, 
Mansfield, O'Connell, Reilly and Sulli- 
van will split the Democratic vote.

Lines Stretch to Doors at City 

Hall and Heroic Measures 

Taken 



This is the biggest tax payment day, 
so far aa the erowda go, In the history 
of the city. Tonliiht at midnight the 
city collector will be obliged to impose 
six per cent interest (m all charges out- 
standing, and to prevent the additional 
burden homeowners are struggling to 
get under the -wire during the day. 

The rush began when the doors were 
opened at nino o'clock. Hy ten o'clock 
the lines were a.-^ strong as on Friday 
and Saturday of last week; by noon the 
crowds had stretched from tho wide 
corridor of the collecting department 
round into the School street bulldlngf, 
choklnK the main corridor and causing 
all sorts of trouble for school teachers 
and county employees who sought to 
collect their salary In the treasurer's 
office. 

Fvtra policemen were .summoned to 
form the lines, and keep tliem in order, 
but fifty iiollcemen could not have pre- 
vented the confusion which resulted 
from regrouping and accessions con- 
stantly taking place.

Will Open April 
Firsts on Time 
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Three Years the Estimate from 

Beginning — Schedule la 

Kept

PerHons who have wondered why the 
East Boston tradic lunnfl was not roii'ly 
weeks or montlis ago for tho [unn.il 
opening-, havo forgotten, If thpy cv.'r 
knew, that the work was regardpd from 
the first as a three years' undortakinj^. 
and that tho thrco years wiH not have 
elapsed until April 1 of next year. On 
the date .specified, unless something un- 
foreseen happens, tho tunnel will be 
doing husiress, thus enahling trucks ami 
pleasure veliicles to shun the delays of 
the ferry service or the roundahout Jour- 
ney through Charlestown and Chelsea, 
and proceed from shore to shore In two 
or three mlnutcM. 

It was two and a half years ago, March 
23, 1931, when the flr.ot spadeful of dirt 
was turned in Kast Boston by Mayor 
Curlej-'s son. Colonel Thomas F. Sulli- 
van, chairman of the Boston Transit De- 
partment, presided over tho exercises. 
Informing the ;iudience of 30(10 persons 
that the work, which would go on for 
three years, would be a boon to tho un- 
employed. FYom that day to the present, 
the Job, which was announced as the 
largest single public project ever under- 
taicen by tho city, has moved like clock- 
work. 

The first contract was for a half-dozen 
drafting tal)lea at a cost of $5fi0; the 
largest was the contra<-t for the digging 
of the tunnel, at $.'3. 500. 000, But from 
the time that the first contract was 
awarded there have been eighty-four con- 
tracts in all, this number emhracing 
practically ,all of the $19,000,000 which tlie 
complete work enl.iils, $:!,O00,0lHi of the 
total sum having been authorized for the 
widening of Cross street, Hayinarki i 
Square and Merrlmac street, to provide 
a proper approach from the north of the 
city. 

It would lie quite Impossible for tho 
transit department to sit <lowii with all 



Street Work as WeU 

But tho transit department has not 
only construcied a mile-long tunnel, with 
all the necessary applia.iic.es for safety 
and convenience but has been engaged In 
work that has always Ixien foreign to It. 
It has been obliged to build streets, a 
function heretofore lodged with tho 
street layhigciui department and tlio pub- 
lic works dep.'irtment. The Legislature, 
lor reasons disckvscd only in genera.l 
terms at the time, preferred to saddle 
I Cloionel Sullivan's forces with complete 
i power over the e.X-pendlture of $19,i>00,i)o0, 
' even though the chairman made it known 
moat emphatirally that his department 
were subway builders, not street con- 
struction experts. 

Work on the surface, which has trans- 
formed the appearance of large .sections 
of the North End and East Boston, has 
meant the tailing of 150 buildings by 
eminent domain. Every property title 
I had to lie most earefu(Iy searched, photo- 
graphs taken and settlements made either 
prlvatelv or in the courts. While this 
work w.Ts going on the tunnel wii.s being 
dug and the thousiud and one details 
of ii8 ijperat:on pla im d. 

In the original legislation authorizing 
the $!6,00U,00o tunnel construction the 
leKlslators overlooked the need of pro- 
viding a northern approach to the North 
street portal, so a yeiu- later the l^ross 
street widening, which Involved a.lBo a 
widening of Ilaymarket Square .'Ind Mer- 
rimae street, wa.s authorized at a cost of 
$3,000,000. That work is in progress, all 
of' the occupants of the building.s having 
jpoved out and left them in tho hands of 
the building wrecker. 

Still at Peak cf Work 

Today, the tran.=iil department In close 
to the peak of its two-year and a half 
job, for there are so many details to 
cle.ar up that they cannot be enumerated. 
Thirty-one contracts are still in progress 
and perhaps there are as many more to 
award. 

One contract is for the furnishing and 
delivery of the necessary cable for tho 
li^'hting. power and signalling devices. 
.\nother i8 ' Tor th" Installation of the 
electrical equipment in the two ventila- 
tion buildings, which was awarded to the 
Weslinghouse people in April of last 
year and has required many months to 
tuinil, at a cost of JlaO.OOO. Another con- 
tract was for the machinery which will 
regulate the operation of air in the tun- 
nul, requiring forty motois and many 
fans. 

Other contractit hov<> been for the 
telephone equipment which will provide 
a complete system throughout the job; 
lighting equipment and pumps. Then 
there was the power contrait with the

How Planning Board Would Solve 

Some of Boston's Traffic Riddles 



IT may have been that, like fiiitomo- 
bile manufacturers and dealers, 
members ot the Boston I'lanning 
Board were imbued with the belief 
that return of bett'^r economic condi- 
tions means a trreater flow ot vehicular 
traffic on our streets and liichways or it 
may have tx>en a routine urocodure in 
line with, attending- to the Job, but the 
fK)ard hu-s conioleted a vear of study 
which HCKjn is to ))ear fruit In recommen- 
AitionK for lietter <:ontrol of traffic and 
safer drivinir condltlonst. 

A rPDort Is nearlncr comoletion, Koon 
it will he submitted to Mayor Curlev for 
Ills approval. It deals with fifteen or 
twenty oro.lects, some ot which embody 
intersections wliere. at present, condi- 
tions border on chaos at times. All 
these have been carefully .studied and if 
the suggestions are carried out Uoston 
will become one of the safest of cities 
for ithose who travel bv auton\oblle while, 
in addition, there will be a Kreal saying 
of time. 

As a first stop, traffic counLs. both 
vehicular and pedestrian, were made, 
while this work was extended to makinn 
a count of trolley cars at those intersec- 
tions where tracks am laid. The counts 
were made larjcely between the liours of 
8 A. M. and 6 1'. M. 

Neoct came the peru^aj of r>ol'c« 
journals and the listing of all accidents 
at the i)olnts tinder conslderiulon. Tliese 
wore plotted on maps of the Inler.sections 
and have been so carefully worked out 
tliat (hey even sTiow the directions in 
which those motor cars that were in- 
volved were headed. 

Further study included an analysis ot 
accident.'*. In an effort to asceitaln the 
cause. After this a check, was made to 
learn what effect on the lociililv sur- 
loundlnf? an Intersection iiilKht lie ex- 
pecte<l to faliiow an impn/vement In 
traffic (conditions, after whlcli tlie board 
had to decide whicli courso of treatio"nt 
would bo f.pl to have the most beneficial 
influence. 

Li is senerallv agreed that trade .sepa- 
rations are UiR ideal way ot lesscnins 
trafiiu hazards and tieupH, provided room 
is afforded and they are economically 
feaalblb. Trattlc circles often pi-oeide the 
answer and there are other <'ontrols of 
rotary nature apart from i-lrcles.

A single underpass for botli 
trolle.v cars and autoinobiies also was not 
considered the proper remedy. On the 
ba.sis of present traffic alone no slngli' 
underi)a.ss could provide the relief 
needed, in the opinion of the planners. 

A Two-level I'mlerpasH 

At present, the traffic count sliows 
21,000 cars a day iias.sing througii tlie 
Intersection, in addition to a lieavy vol- 
ume of street car movement. It is felt 
that opening- of the turnpike will throw 
at least liii.OOO additional automobiles 
iivlo lha.t area. 

In llie lK>st judgment ot the board 
memlH'rs, and of Krank II. Malloy, en_- 
glneer for tlie Planning l_Joa.rd, w^ho 
lias tieen in personal charge of the -study, 
it is vital to separate trolley tracks 
and pavement in liotterlng conditions 
there. Till'* means a. two-level under- 
pass by which trolley tr.acks would lie 
thirty to thirty-five fwt under ground. 

Tlie underpass would lie in tlie center 
of 1 run(ingt<iii avenue where the trolley 
re.serv.-ition now is. At the level abovi 
the trolley tracks there v/ould l->e twc 
lanes' in each direction for a,utomohilcs. 
Above lii.-it would be the iiresent street 
level. The grade of tlie r:iirips wouKl 
lie .'» per cent. 

Tile entire siM-iion i..^ tilled land — a pai't 
of the greait Hack Hay fill of Ho many' 
years ago. (ioing down to the necess.iry 
deiith for the trolly 'tracks, under tliis 
plan. \you!d afford the original solid 
foundation. 

I'eik'strians would conu' in from [he 
four corners of the intersection and use 
stairways to and from the train level. 
r'''or ea.st-and-west i>e<lestrian -tiai'iic under- 
ground pa.isages woiuld be provided 1m-- 
n<'.-i,lli 7luntlngt-on avenue. Those foot 
ivi-ssfiigers who had to cross Hunting- 
ton avenue at the inter.'jection would 
have" but little difflci.lty In doing so 
Ilii-«>ugh the comparatively llglit sur- 
faci- traffli-. At either side o-f Iliintlng- 
lon avi-nue ii, I wemyioui service (lri\<> 
would be avail.ible for tlvo.se wli.. live or 
do husine.s.s along tliat thoroughfare. 

So far as Ala.s.sachusf-tl.s avenue Is con- 
cern-ed It now carries fmni fiOOo to OUOO 
aut<ini<ibiles a. day at Ih.-it i)oint. The 
two-level luiderpass would, accordingly, 
r<'mov(. aJwiiit half of the. present How 
<if iraffie from tlie intcrscotion. With 
this In mind It is not cons-ldered neces- 
sary to Mlt*>r siirf.-ice conditions on that 
roa<l and II may not even bo neowisjiry 
lo inst.-ill traffic lights, eve;, where cars 
make lell turns. 

The entire cut would be about 900 fe<>t 
long and tlie vehicular level would be 
abiut twenty foet under 'the surface. Such 
a project w'^mld pr ividc work for moiv 
men, woul.i pay iiettr-r in the enil and 
cfluld Iw readily tied in ViXVn a subway 
if on« ever is built. The Memorial Drive 
underpass Ixmeaith .Massachusetts avenue 
Is similar as reg.-irds paving, grades, ramp 
length ami service roaiis.

Mayor in 'Washington Looking 

for Places for Lawyers 

and Engineers 

Special to thQ Tran.scrlpt: 

Washington, D. C. Oct. 7 — Denial was 
made today to the Transcript by Mayor 
James M. Curley of Boston that ho had 
como to Washington to obtain a Federal 
appointment for himself. Ke said ho had 
come to see the World Series baseball 
.game this afternoon and to take up with 
public works officials the question of 
getting more funds for Boston. 

Curley said he believes that Boston is 
entitled to $19,000,000 but only about 
$10,000,000 seems in sight. He will urge 
a more generous allotment 01" funds from 
I'"' Public W'cjrks Administration and to 
this end he conferred today with variou.s 
officials. 

Mr. Curley also said that while he was; 
not seeking a .lob for himself, he was 
trying to get some appointments for Bay 
.Staters in the I'ublic Works headquarters 
as lawyers and engineers. These Jobs run 
about $4000 to $,")000 a year and under 
vjresent conditions are quite desirable. 

The mayor's actlvit.y in this line will 
be intoriireted as a further eviden<'e of 
his intention to reward his political j 
friends. Mr. Ickes, however, has said \ 
the Public Works Department was not ; 
to be a political organization, so it will 
be interesting to see what will be the j 
results of Jlr. Curley's activities. 

Inquiry at the Postmaster (leneral's I 
office revealed that .Mr. Farley was in)

NO NNOHDUP THE 
NAT\ON NEEDED A NEW DEAL 



5EN LOWES 
GRANDSON 
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Choice of Curley Men as Ford Aides Is Blow" 
To Hopes of Placating Disgruntled Walsh Men

tr: S. Atty. Francia J. w. Ford wa« 
considerably chagrined nt the prema- 
ture announcement from Washington 
the other day of his stafT of assistants, 
after the list of prospective appointees 
had been approved at the department of 
Justice. It vtiis a blow to his prestige 
because he naturally wanted to have it 
appear that he waa the final authority 
In naming the men.bers of his own of- 
ficial family. 

New fuel wa.% thrown on to the 
smouldering fire by the franl? admission 
from Mayor Curley that he not only had 
been consulted in advance on the ap- 
pointments but that he had given thcra 
his approval. Thi.s was a bad break, be- 
cause it came just as the Roosevelt wing 
of tlie party here wns about to patch 
up its riiflercnce.s with Senator Walsh. 

The ambassador of good will was 
Joseph P. Carney, tlic collector of In- 
ternal revenue. To him had been as- 
.signcd the dciieate mis.slou of placating 
the senior senator and hi.s first over- 
tures of peace apparently had been ac- 
cepted in good faith when the blow was 
delivered tli;it the seven assistant fed- 
eral attorneys were to be named with- 
out his endorsement. 

It Is generally obvious now that the 
Roosev.-it wing of the party Ls determ- 
ined to follow the ancient Democratic 
philosophy that to the victors belong 
tlie spoils. Those ardent followers of 
Alfred E. Smith must look to Gov. Ely 
for their reward and his determination 
to appoint Republicans to the bench In 
the Qulncy district court and to the 
district attorneyship of the southeastern 
district seems to indicate that they are 
destined to end up out In the cold. 

ALL WITH ROOSEVELT 

When the prospective appointees to 
Mr. Ford's .staff were called to the 
attention of IVIayor Curley he found 
particular delight in jwinting out that 
"They all were with Boasevflt and I 
should .sav tlicy arc entitled to this 
consideration." These honeyed words 
do not sound so good to those Smith 
supporters wlio claim they were a.ssurcd 
that all would be forgiven and forgotten 
If they would gfl on the line in the 
election campaign one year ago. 

Mr. Ford now may attempt to revise 
the list just to shi.w that he is the 
bas.s; but thi.s promi.sos to be a difficult 
pro<;edure in view of the (act that the 
names were api)rovcd by James Roo.s<3- 
velt and he now is .somewliere in Europe. 
Only an appeal to the President him- 
self can prevent the ai)p(]iulmfint,s from 
going through, and he probably is much 
too l)usy wilh the affair,s of state to 
bother his head with the stafi of a.sslst-

ts brewing among the Roosevelt workers 
while the good old 8 o'clock Qemocrats 
gaze at Gov.

The Governor, regardle.5s of the ob- 
jections of Joseph A, Maynard. the j 
party's state chairman, seems to be | 
determined to elevate Special Justice 
Kenneth L. Nash to tine post of pre- 
siding Justice of the East Norfolk dis- 
trict court and to appoint Asst.-Dlst.- 
Atty. Edmimd R. Dewing of Wellesley 
to succeed the late Winfield M. Wilbar 
as district attorney of the southeastern 
district, which comprises the counties 
of Norfolk and Plymouth. 

DEMOCRATS AFTER COL'RT 

■There are a number of Democrats 
seeking the Qutncy court apirointmcnt, 
but one of them will have to be content 
with succeeding Mr. Nasli as special 
Justice. The district attomev vacancy 
is not m such great demand, "because It 
will be good for only one year and .i 
Republican is assured of election 13 
months lience. 

Harold Williams of Brookline is not 
an active candidate, but he probably 
would accept It. Leo H. Leary, also of 
Brookline, was given the run-around 
rather badly by the Roosevelt patronage 
distributors when they showed him the 
post of collector of Interna] revenue and 
then appointed Mr. Carney. Mr Leary 
would like to be district attornev and he 
Is one of the few original Ely-for-Gov- 
crnor members of the party. 

The Oovemor, of cour.se. has ample 
precedent for turning to members of the 
opposite party hi making these appoint- 
ments. Judge Albert E. Avery, who re- 
tired from tlie Quincy court bench, wn.s 
a Democrat and he was appointed by a 
Republican Governor, When tliere wa.- 
a vacancy in the Suffolk county pro,sc- 
cutor's office 10 years ago. former Gov 
Co.x appointed Thomas C. OBiien, a 
Democrat. 

Stniator Walsh is probably the o;..^ 
most concerned about all these appoint- 
ment-s. because he must <ampaigii for 
re-election next .year. The prospective 
appointment of Frederick S. Dietrlck oj 
Cambridge to be an a.ssi.stHnt federal 
attorney hardly tan be acceptable to 
him. Mr. Dietrlck Is probably tlie only 
Democrat who resisted the advancemuur, 
of Mr. Waish from within the parly. 
Ite ran against Mr. Walsh in a Demo- 
cratic primary years ago when Mr. Waif,!] 
was seeking a nomination for Governor. 

SCOLPONETI PUSHED A.SIDE 

Joseph A. Scolponetl wa.s regarded as 
a .strong contender for one of the 
places on Mr. Ford',s staff. Mayor 
Curley regarded him .so highly that iie 
was taken nut of Dlst.-Atty. Foley's 
office and made an assistant corporation 



counsel, but he was pushed aslds for 
Frank W. Tomasello, who was accept- 
able to the mayor. 

Miss Ellen L. Buckley, who has been 
employed In various capacities at th« 
V. S. attorney's office sines the Wilson 
administration, seemed to be reasonably 
certain of holding on to her job aa 
assistant attorney until h.er party en- 
rolment T.'&s examined at City Hall. 
These records disclosed that she was ai 
non-partisan until 1931 when she be- 
came enrolled Republican. 

Collector Carney has made It cleaJ* 
that the administration proposes to re- 
lease from tlie federal service nearly 
every Republican wno U not protected 
by ch-ll service. Mayor John J. Murphy 
of Somei-ville, the new U. S. marshal, 
has practically completed the selection 
of his staff of assistants and needless 
io say they are all Democrats. 

Only now are the Republicans of 
Mas.sachii.sctts oeginning to appreciate 
the full m.eaning of tlie desertion of 
the party which began back in 1930 
when tliey jicrmitted Gov. Allen to b« 
overtlirown on the issue of prohibition. 
It's true that this issue has been kicked, 
out of politics, but the Republican of- 
flceliolders and those wlio would hav» 
profited by succeeding Republican ad- 
ministrations are paying the penalty. 

POWERFUL PARTY MACHINE 

The political activities of the Roose- 
velt Democrats in New York and in 
Massachu.setts demonstrate that they 
propose to assemble a nov/erful party 
machine. There will be no hall-way 
measures. Either It will succeed com- 
pletely or It will result in complete de- 
.structlon of the party thj-ough the bit- 
ternesses that are beginning to develop. 
There can be no middle gi'ound. 

Al Smith has been significantly sllenb 
in New York while those who deserted 
him for Roosevlet last year are waglnir 
a fight to elect "Holy Joe" McKee to 
succerd Mayor O'Brien. Mr. Smith 
probably has no more love for Tammany 
than they have; but he is not likely to 
be found joining forces with Jim Parley 
and those of his otlinr former frierjds 
who ran out on him when they saw 
the chance to elect Mr. Roo.seveit 

In Massachusetts the stniRgle to 
build up a dominating Roosevelt wing 
cannout possibly succeed. All the good 
statewide vote getters are on the other 
side. If the local rows develop to thelp 
full extent the Republicans will cllml» 
back into power witliout behig forced 
to demoiLstratc their own qualification* 
to conduct the government.

WASHINGTONr, Oct 7-Ma.vor James 
^r. Ciirlfy of Bosfon discussed with 
Sf-cretary Ickes, Fublio Works Ad- 
ministralor, today, <he allotment of 
Fi'deral funds for public works )n Bos- 
ton. 

The Mayor has taken the position 
that under tlie law the city can re- 
cclve from the Public Works Ad- 
mininstration an amount equivalent to 
1 percent of the average assessed 
valuation In the last three years, 
which -xvould be $19,000,000.

Mayor Curley said tonight that he 
iiad ns.suranccs from the Public Works 
Administrator that, approval of ex- 
fonrtiturcs for local projects would de- 
pend entirely on the character of the 
progrnm wliich It is proposed to un- 
c;crtal<p in anv given municipality. 

"As I understand it," said Mayor 
Curley tonight, "il I presented a pio- 
grani involving tlie expenditure of 2.^ 
oi 2,1 millions for the city it could end 

[would be approved If it stood the test 
! of expediency set forth by the Publio 
Works Administration. The projects, 
of course, will be viewed from the 
standp<iint of merit and publio 
necessity." 

The Mayor said further that on hU 
return to Boston he would discuss the 
general subject of publio works allot- 
ments for Boston with Chairman 
Bartlett of the Jtato Board. 

The Mayor saw Secretary Roper of 
the Interior Department and urged the 
assignment of vessels of the depart- 
ment and the LiKhlhouso Bureau to 
the Boston Navy Yard for repair 
work.

Says Fraud 
Still Exists 
in Welfare 




Finance Commission Calls At- 
tention to Laxity iu 
- Department 

By Forrest V. Hull 

That thn system under which the Pub- 
lic Welfare department ot iJoKton is oper- 
ated is wide open to fraud, and that fraud 
is actually exist Inp, Is the messaRe which 
tho Finance Commission transmits tu 
.Mayor Curley today as the vesult of 
another Investigation made on request of 
Pi-esident .To.'»eph McGrath of the city 
council, who served as acting mtyor du:-- 
lag Mr. Curley's visit abroad in July' 
last. The commission makes six recom- 
mendations as foliows: 

1. — That the City Government pro- 
i vide the means that will enable the 
w'elfare department to engage experi- 
enced visitors or case wurliers. 

-. — That the department retain the 
services of an expert in welfare de- 
partment work to systematize this 
ilep.'irtment. 

■'!■ — That capable and experienced 
office help be placed in charge of the 
clerical worl<. 

4.— That more attention bo paid to 
the assignment of welfare workers 
to other departments to the end that 
the men may lit the jobs. 

B- — That yom- lionor require city 
departments using welfare workers 
to supervise more closely the work 
of the men assigned ami reiiuire a 
(air day's work from each assigned. 
6. — Finally, in general, the Finance 
Commission .ta*'iieves that the niost 
rapid pr<;gress toward eliminating 
the deficiencies of the present de- 
partment will be made hy the sub- 
stitution for the unpaid twelve over- 
seers ot a high-class business man- 
ager who will not be liandicii|)pcd 
either by the traditions of the de- 
partment, or l>y hmg association with 
the present personnel and consequent 
reluctance to make the radical 
changes necessary to perfect the , 
system.

CHARGED BY FIN COM 

Report Attacks System and Calls 

For Changes— Mayor Curley Sees 

Politics Behind Action Now 



That the «ystem of handling pub- 
lic welfare la the city of Boston Is not 
only "wide open to fraud, but also that 
fraud 1» actually existing," vi-«m the 
conclusion reached by the Boston Fi- 
nance Commission, in a report aub- 
mitted to Mayor Curley ye/iterday. 

The commission admitted that th<> 
exact extent of the fraud existinf; at 
present," In comparlBon with the total 
number of cases being aided by the 
city, cannot be ileterniincd without an 
examination of each case and a care. 
Jul statistical recapitulation of the 
data tjiufl obtained." 

The report drew from Mayor Curloy 
the retort that it was made in order 
to promote the political fortunes of a 
candidate for public ofiice, and la un- 
fair. He said he would forward tli6 
communication to the Public Welfare 
Department with a request that "in 
duo time they make proper answer 
categorically to each and every alle- 
gation made in the communication re- 
ceived." 

Expert's Services Needed 

Th« Fin Com s.iid that the Publlr 
Welfare Deparimcnt needs, among 
-other tlilngi, the services of an expert 
to iiystemalize the department, money 
to engage experienced visitors or case 
workers, rlosor supervision of lahor by 
welfare rcc'pents, better judgment In 
work assignment* and tlie oubstitutloii 
for the 12 unpaid overseers of a high 
class manager free from obligations. 

To this latter suggestion. Mayor 
Curley aald that apparently the com- 
mission la unaware that for three 
years he has sought legislation to make 
possibl* a, ilngU head and that each 



year for thres years the Legislature 
has rejected the plan. 

According to the report, signed by 
the present four commissioners, the 
I'"in Com conducted two Investigations 
of welfare oases. Councilor .Joseph 
McGrath, acting-Mayor la.st .luly. re- 
ferred to the commission a list of .'ipe- 
i-ifin cases tor investigation of pay- 
ments. Mr McGrath, according to the 
report, stated orally that he believed 
the cases to be questionable. 

As regards those cases, the report 
said, "Nothing was found In any case 
to warrant the conclusion that it 
should not Jjava received city aid." 

Fin Com Makes Inquiry 

Then, on its own Initi.it'vc, the 
Finance Commission extended its in- 
vestigations by picking out one or 
more sections of the city and making 
an Intensive Investigation into a sub- 
stantial number of cases In each. The 
results of the broader investigation re- 
vealed the opportunities for fraud. ' 

"On the ijuestion ot actuel fraud." 
the commission reported, •■>he Finance 
'.'ommisfion found in the ."ilB r.ires in- 
vestigated, 21 which in thj opinion of 
the commissions Investigators should 
not have been receiving city sld." 
Speaking of the ."536 cases »i»o, the > 
commission said that mistakes, other 
than trivia! and un!mport.ant ones, oc- 
curred in 128 cases. 

Mayor Curley said the report was 
largely a summary of reports that 
have been made previously during the 
past two yc.irs. He said reccmimenda- 
tions haye been made during (his pe- 
riod and have been adopted, and he 
declared the "fact remains that the 
city of Boston has achieved an en- 
viable position among American cities 
in the handling of public welfare work 
and la today regarded as the model."

Will Heed Ely's Die 
turn of Judges 
Avoiding Politics 



Wii'idrawal of Associate JusticiJ 
Micliacl Jl. Sullivan of the Dorchcs^^ 
tcr Court from Boston's mayoralty; 
campaign was predicted last night by; 
political observers here after learniiig* 
of Governor Ely's pronouncement 
that "judges should be kept out of 
politics." , 

At ills Westfield home last night the 
Governor explained that he did not have 

Judge .Siilli\'an in iniiul when lie made 
I he annoiiiicement yesterday at the 
.State House, wliich was issued as a 
general precept. 

On the contrary, the Governor said: 
"I think tliat Judge Sullivan is a splen- 
did type of man. I did not have him in 
mind wlicn I expressed my general 
opinion that judges should leave poli- 
tics alone .«s long 'as Ihe.v serve as 
Judges." 

Governor Ely explained lliat for years 
a few a.^sociatc Judges have lieen ac- 
cu.Ktomed to the habit of practicing in 
tiicir own courts, and he felt that it 
would be about time to revise the dis- 
trict court s\stem in order to keep 
Judges out of politics and stop tlieni 
from praclicins in liieir own cuni'ts." 

During the I'i years llial be was an 
associate Justice, the Governor never 
oi'ce entered the courthouse as counsel 
to the best of his meiiior.v. And the 
gie.'it majoiily of Justice.*! lia\e care- 
j fully ol>ser\ ed tiie same unwritten law 
I of civic rectitude, lie indicated. 

Sets High Code for Judges 

But in a few cases associate Justices 
have followed the long standing custom 
of practising in their home courts. "An 
associate or ."ipeclal Justice gets little 
compensation. He can't expect to get 
along on his official pay. And in some 
of the smaller communities, the asso- 
ciates to some extent must depend on 
local clients for tlieir livelihood. 

"1 ai>]ii-eciate ali the difticultles con- 
fronting the Judges and 1 realize that 
the practice is an outgrowth of a long 
period of years. I don't expect that we 
can reach the happy stage of perfec- 
tion in a minute, but I think it Is 
about time that we started to keep the 
bench out of politics and stop all 
judges of all courts from practising In 
their own courts. 

"If a man Is going to be a Judge of 
any court, he should abandon all 
political activity," said the Governor. 
"If he does not want to do that, he 
shouirt not take the Jflb."

If ever a department needed business man- 
agement this one does. Here is a board which 
distributes $13,000,000 a year of the people's 
money and yet tolerates .slip-shod accounting 
with "extremely unreliable' records. The failure 
to install a better system is incxcu-sable. Exam- 
ination of 436 cards revealed errors In 128. At 
that rate the grand t/)t.al of 31,0S8 case records 
as of Sept. 11 contained 1V>\ inaccurate cards, 
and the existence of 24 fake ca.ses out of 536 
examined Indicates at least 1400 fraudulent 
cases. 

The usual cxcu.se is that a certain amount of 
fraud is Inevitable. But when that "certain 
air'o'n^- 'A fraud" amounts to about $700,000 
annually, Boston cannot afford, either from a 
moral or a fipanclal Bti;ndpolnt, to renlgn itaelt 
to such conditions.

The news that Senator Walsh 
might decide not to he a candidate 
for rc-electioii created a poHtical sen- 
sation in the State yestcrdaj'.

The fact of the matter is that Walsh 
is not certain in hi.s own mind whetliec 
or not he. wants to run.

He dots nol ;ir(ipose 
(ri eniharrass his iKiiiy rit tni.H litne, 
and hU ultimale decision will rest 
hiCKely on the situation whleh exists in 
i!';il t.revions to the jn iniarie>.. 

Waiting L'pon Course of Events 

The jieisonal Ineliiiation of the Scji- 
ntor is not to be a enndhiate.

Walsh, like other leaders in the Slate, 
feels that the Interest of the Du.r.y 
would tie best servci) by Oovernor Ely 



nmnlnK for a third term. The Gov- 
ernor has made it pretty dear, liow- 
ever, th.- t he docs not propose at this 
time to he a candidate 

.So far as Walsh is concerned, the 
position that he will take in JUSt Is 
largely involved in the conditions ex- 
isting; at that time. He would run 
acain if it weie evident then that the 
new lioosevelt urnuii might seize con- 
Irol of the State with tlie election of a 
candidate for both the linllcd States 
Senate and the governorship. 

Ultimate Decision Withheld 

Walsh's ultinnile decision in the mat- 
ter as previously explained is being 
willihcld for these rea.--ims. He has 
discussed the situation in this State 
with ex-i;overnor Smith and there lias 
recently been a very frank exchange 
of opinion between tioveriior lOly and 
the "Happy Warrior." 

Underneath the surface there is some 
big politics in the making. Walsh, like 
Senator I.onergan of Connecticut anil 
other supporters of Smith, i.-: boiling 
mad becan.se of the treatment which 
ho has received from the adminis- 
tration in the matter of patronage. Hut 
.1nst lio>v far it is wise to go jiRainst 
Roosevelt in the present situation is 
another matter. 

Feelings Deeply Hurt 

Tlie poi)ularily of the President at 
this particular time Is so obvious as not 
to reuuire emiiliasis. Trained iiolillciaiis 
like Wriisii and I.onergan do not lilt 
at windmills or buck up agaijist stone 
walls. 

The feelinKH of Senator Walsh are 
very deeply hurt as the result of poli- 
tical developments in Ibis State, ills 
political presliso "as not been damaged 
despite the fact that he has beenl^orced 
to admit that he could do nothing In 
this case or the other, where political 
patronage was iinolved. 

Influence Practically Nil 

It has nevertheless i)ro\ed exceed- 
ingly embarrassing for the senior Sen- 
atoi- and the admitted learler of the 
|Demucracy In Massachusetts to admit 
jthat his influence with a Democratic 
'administration Is practically nil. 

The combination of circtnnslances has 
been so disc-our.aging (luil Walsh in dis- 
:gust has told his friends that he is 
: about ready to retire and rest on his 
laurels. Hut the chances are that he 
I will not be iiermitted to do so. 

Before the appointment of United 
States District Attorney Ford, which 
was the climax of the Blights visited 
upon the Senator In the matter of the 
distribution of patronage, an effort was 
made to rcconcjlo both Walsh and Kly 
with .lames l;onse\('ll. 

Turned Invitation Down 

Tiip agent in Ibis matter was .Tohn ' 
II. I'ahc; of Worcester, a member of 
the J'edcial Home Loan Board and 
Ijcmocralic campaign treasurer tor 
rttiossvelt. Knhey liiei/ to arrange for 
a luncheon wilh James Xloosevelt, Gov- 
ernr.r iOiy and Senator Walsh. 

Kly promptly turned the invitation 
down \\ith the remark that he would 
be glad to see lioosevelt any time that 
he mlghl call <>t the State House. 
Walsh al.so reft fed the Invitation and 
the iiri>pi.sefl ha nmny party was never 
held. 

When the new postf>fnce was dedi- 
cated and Pc)stmaster-t:ienernl I-'arley 
was the guest of honor Walsh point- 
edly declined an Invitatifin to he pres- 
ent at the Innrheon held thereafter, 
although he was at the exercises. Mis 
name waa not mentioned hy .lames 
Flr.osevelt MS on« nf t.ho Democrallc 



leadera contributing to the legislation 
which made the edifice possible, 

A slighting remark on the occasion 
was attributed to .lanirs Roosevelt. He 
took piiins to call Walsh on the tele- 
phone and deny that he had ever mads 

It and both agreed that the quip had 
been made by Mayor Curley. 

Kly has been completely indifferent on 
the matter of federal patron.ige. The 
reason is plain. He couldn't get a con- 
stable's aiii>o:ntment if he asked for ii 
and yet he is the Democratic nationa 
committeeman from the .State. It doesn't 
make much difference one way or the 
other with i'Jl.v, since 'he is the Governoi 
of the .State. He Is content to be in- 
dependent and stand with the Smith 
group. 

Situation Different With Walsh 

But the situation has been entirely 
different with Walsh. Democrats look- 
ing for jobs naturally turned to the 
senior Senator and recognized leader of 
the State. Walsh ivas faced with the 
alternative of making a futile gesture i 
or admilling tliat he had no inilnenoe. 
Here and tliere he has been able to do I 
something, hut as a general proposition i 
he iia» ubcii completely out of the pic- I 
ture. 

In sheep disgust, therefore. Walsh has 
held out the thought to his friends that 
he might retire. As Governor nf the 
State and United States Senator he bar. 
had ftll ttie honor.s that might be con- 
ferred upon him. He can retire to a 
lucratii'o law pracllce or give the re- 
maining days of liis life to the occupa- 
tion >vhich he most prefers as head of 
a course of gr.vernment in some prom- 
inent American universitj-. 



Outcome in Doubt 

The .Senator's formal statement of yes- 
terday only serves to make more clear 
than ever that he is waiting upon the 
<'ourse of events before making his de- 
cision. He does not proiiose to say 
what he will do at this time because 
he does not know. He is not In 
s.vmiiafhy with some of the political 
lihiiosophy of the Koosevelt administ.-a- 
tion and feels tliat this section of the 
country Is In for a "raw deal" under 
the "new deal."

BOSTON, Sept. 30. — 
The season for primaries 
and finals in the city 
elections is about at 
hand; and until they are 
out of the way there will 
not be much stirring in 
the state political situa- 
tion. Once they are .set- 
tled we shall have some 
brisk skirmishing pre- 
paratory for Ihe Big 
Show which is to be put 
on throughout the state 
next year. Meantime, 
in these local contests there are some matters 
and items of state-wide political interest. We 
have alre-ady on various occasions pointed to 
this significance in the Boston comedy; and 
. there are some of our neighboring cities where 
the outcome of the local contests has a bearing 
on the future of the two major parties. 

This i.s especially so in Cambridge and New- 
ton; and to a less degree also in Somerville. In 
a sense these are of more importance to the 
state party organization than is the Boston row, 
for the Boston City hall is more of graveyard 
than an incubator of wide political success for 
' mdividuals. Few men who have sat in Bos- 
ton's mayoralty have thereafter prospered in 
the bigger field, however well they may ha\e 
fared before playing with the Boston brand of 
politics. 

Over in Cambridge there is just one issue 
which mterest.s the political-minded folk outside 
(he limits of that city: The fate of Richard M. 
Ru.ssell, present mayor and seeking re-election. 
Mr. Russell occupies a curious place irt current 
politics. His first eminence came to him by in- 
heritance. His father, William K. Russell, was 
probably as popular a Governor as this state has 
had in two generations; his personal popularity 
extended far beyond the l.oundaries of his po- 
htical party. In Billy Russell'd day Massachu- 
setts was a rock-ribbed Republican state, yet 
he had no difficulty in being elected. There is 
magic in his name even today. His portrait was 
one of those which hung in the private office 
of the Massachusetts Covernors until within a 
few years, when in the rearrangement of the 
pictures the inner office collection was made to 
include only those of the ancient regime—John 
Hancock, Sam Adams, etc.

inheritance, and with all respect to him we may 
venture the thought that it was this which first 
won him office. Since then he has been going 
on his own, and it ha^ not been always smooth 
going. His experience in the office of mayor of 
Cambridge has been dotted with disputes and 
wrangles, within his party, and even now there 
is plenty of very hot opposition to him. How- 
I ever, it is a notable tribute to his power and im- 
portance that the .situation now in Cambridge 
is the field against Russell— with the odds on 
Russell to win. 

There will be four names on the primary 
ballot October 17— two Democrats and one Re- 
publican opposing Russell. The two high men 
on that test will fight it out in the final election 
November 7. It is pretty well agreed that one 
of the two will be Russell; and there is no con- 
vincing reasnn offered for supposing that he 
win fail to win, the sloction in November. In 
1931 at the primary there was a field of nine 
candidates, including Russell, and his vote was 
slightly more than that of all the eight others 
added together. 

"Menace" to Republicans 

The important Democratic opponent is the 
man whom he defeated in 1931— Daniel F. 
O'Brien. The Republican is Ralph N. Hamil- 
ton. The election is supposed to be nonparti- 
san; but there is a very strong partisan interest 
in this election, and for this reason: If Mayor 
Russell wins, and particularly if he wins by a 
wide margin, he at once becomes a powerful 
Democratic figure in the state field, and by so 
much strengthens his party and menaces the 
Republicans of Massachusetts. The very fact 
that his term as mayor has been so beset by 
attack and opposition makes his victory now, if 
he wins it, of great importance. In short, if he 
emerges a winner he becomes automatically one 
of the big men of his party in the state. 

And that puts some of the conscientious Re- 
publican voters of Cambridge in a quandary. 
Russell has always had considerable Republi- 
can support. Normally he would have it now; 
hut some of the Cambridge Republicans, and 
practically all of the "working party men" of 
the city, are pointing out that to support Rus- 
sell now is to aid in building up a dangerous po- 
litical foe. Some of the Cambridge Republicans 
are so stirred up by the situation that they 
think the Republican fitate committee ought to 
take a hand in behalf of the Republican candi- 
date, Mr. Hamilton — a at(ite of mind which is 
not shared by the. state eoamitt^, which )cnowa 
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OatloM^'in Newton 

The importance of the municipal election in 
Newton concerns only the Republican party. 
>There are Democrats in Newton but ftiost of 
them vote the Republican ticket. Ned Childa, 
for 16 years consecutively the city's mayor, es- 
tablished this pleasant custom, for he was so 
strong with the Democrats that it was futile 
ever to nominate anyone with the Democratic 
party label in opposition to him. 

The first flicker of ill feeling among the Re- 
publicans in Newton came four years ago after 
Sinclair Weeks had announced his candidacy. 
At that time Mr. Childs made a statement which 
did not do him any political good and which 
planted a bitter herb in the Republican party 
garden of the city. However, Mr. Weeks was 
elected, and two years later was re.--clected. He 
now is a candidate for a third term. He is op- 
posed by that redoubtable political warrior, 

Thomas W. White, late United States collector 
of internal revenue preceding the new deal in 
which the deal was against him, he being a 
Republican. 

Under Mayor Weeks the city's tax rate has 
been twice reduced, and the city is in excellent 
financial condition— and has a new million-dol- 
lar city hall of great beauty, new court house, 
police headquaiters and other improvements. 
No impressive reason for forccastinp his defeat 
is discoverable, yet there is a feeling among 
Republicans in that city that there is trouble 
ahead — whoever wins, for both the candidates 
— Weeks and White — are strong men with de- 
voted followings. Tom White was deeper in 
the confidence of Calvin Coolidgc than any other 
Massachusetts man except Murray Crane and 
Frank W. Stearns. 

All this is more than a local contest, for 
Mayor Weeks has been looked upon as one of 
the bright hopes of the Maasiichusetts Republi- 
cans, in wider fields. Should he be defeated 
now he would not go into anything like eclipse, 
but obviously his prestige would suffer. So the 
party throughout the state is much interested 
in the contest. 

Somerville Shuffling 

Over in Somerville there is a brisk shuf.ling 
of the political cards all because John J. Mur- 
phy guessed right, preceding the last natioiinl 
convention of the Democratic party, and 
climbed aboard the Roosevelt band wagon be- 
fore the band. Now he is promoted to a federal 
appointment, and tliere is an oper. season on 
the mayoralty of Somerville. 

Also, he is the Last of the Parli.sans in that 
merry town which long bore the bright-hued 
label, "Banner Republican City of the Common- 
wealth." He WHS elected as a Democrat. His 
successor will be elected without party label — 
officially. There are now 13 candidates in the 
field— more than Boston has. There is no such 
situation as that in Boston, however, for hero 
as in other nonpartisan cities there is a pre- 
liminary election and a run-off, the two high 
men of the voting on October 17 trying It out 
^m»»*^!^tmM» on November 7. 



The State ani^Wbiion V ' "■'" 

The Bsstcn election interests the state more 
particularly in its aftermath. than in its selec- 
tion of a mayor. That the city charter will be^ 
changed may be taken for granted. The new,; 
or revived, item in this problem with which the 
I.iegislature will have to struggle next Winter 
is offered by the Good Government association, 
which suggests that the city go over to the city- 
manager plan of government — something which 
no city approximating the size of Boston has yet' 
done. It would be a novel experiment for so 
large a city to try the thing, and it is not likely 
that the Legislature will want to take the re- 
sponsibility of making so radical a change. 

Meantime, the thoughts of the Good Govern- 
ment association, as this week expressed, com- 
mand some attention. It expresses the hope 
that the charter commission on the Hill will, 
"go to the root of our present trouble," and all 
will agree with that, but will not agree on what 
is the root. 

Since this contest began, witii its fantastic, 
mix-up, mo.'Jt of the Democi'atic candidates, and 
about all the Democratic party leaders who are 
not candidates, have been shouting about the 
shame of seeing Boston, a Democratic city, run 
by a Republican mayor due to a split in the 
Democratic vote — all this despite tlie fact that, 
officially this election of a mayor is supposed 
to be on a nonpartisan basis. Nothing can be 
nonpartisan in Boston politics. 

Boston's Democracy 

As an eminent statesman — and a Democrat 
- once said, it is a condition and not a theory 
which confronts us. The Good Government as-^ 
sociation refuses to believe this. "There is no 
rea.son," it says now, "for citir.ens to divide into 
national [larties with regard to the simple ad- 
ministration of the city." Sound reasoning 
enough; but the Boston political situation and 
reason have nothing in common and have not' 
had within memory. Nor do the citizens divide 
into "national parties." They divide into Bos- 
ton parties. There is so little in common be- 
tween the national Democratic party and the 
Boston Democrats that we may leave the na- 
tional organization out of the case. Boston's 
Democrats are a party in themselves. They' 
never have played the national game and care 
little about it, and never so little as now. They 
are organized for local purposes. 

This whole scramble in the city is parti.san 
to the nth degree. The Democrats are crying 
for party elections because they are easily the- 
majority i)arty. The Republican.'* are rolling 
their eyes in an ecstacy of civic virtue and sing-j 
ing the beauties of nonparti.san elections — be- 
cause they are a minority party here and know 
that under straight party voting they never 
would have what is called a Chinaman's chance 
to elect a mayor. Tlicy have elected one within 
eight years under the present set-up. 

We cannot see any state-size figure emerg- 
ing from this contest -tbat is, no offc who will' 
step from this victory to state-wide office. Wft 
can see the outgoing mayor, ^Tj^gjyjjgy, casting 
his eyes into the greener pastUres^md it Would 
be no great surprise to some if he tossed the 
gauntlet into the United States Senate field and 
^•Q^ yaUoping after Di^vld I, Walsh'a Bcalp.

BOSTON, Sept. 28 -The moKt gro- 
tesque farce ever put on in this city 
in connection with an election of 
Mayor came to an end Tuesday. 
The most curious and perplexing 
campaign for the Mayoralty began 
yesterday. On Tuesday Boaton had 
twenty aspirants for the premier 
post in City Hall. Yesterday there 
were nine candidates. The one is a 
i-ecord total. The other lacks one of 
being as large a number as iictually 
went on the baliot eight years ago. 
The oldest inhabitant does not re- 
member any situation quite lil<e the 
present one. For a fortnight people 
have laughed and wept by turns as 
the ridicuious and the humiliating 
aspects of the sc^^mble have alter- 
nated. 

There now are three Republicans 
and six Democrats in the running. 
If all stay in. the next Mayor la 
almost sure to be a minority victor. 
No run-oft is provided for in Massa- 
chusetts law. The next General 
Court will he likely to take up the 
Boston charter with a view to its 
modification. The present sy.stera 
was intended to provide for non- 
partisan elections. There is much 
talk now about takmg measures to 
prevent the recurrence of such a 
municipal circus. 

Any Registered Voter Can Run, 

As the law now is, any registered 
voter can go to City Hall, sign up 
for the Mayoralty and receive a set 
of nomination paper.s with blanks 
for 3,300 signatures. He then has 
three weeks to obtain 3,000 names, 
the excess of 300 being allov.'ed in 
case some are found not to be qual- 
ified. The date for filing the pa- 
pers expired on Tuesday. Eleven 
failed to file. The Election Com- 
missioners have three weeks in 
which to certify the legality of the 
nine remaining. On Tuesday even

A party of Great War veterans of Saint John were greatly disap- 
pointed Saturday morning when they learned that James M. Cur- 
ley, mayor of Boston, was not on the S.S. Saint John as a guest of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. They had 
planned a welcome all their own to the chief magistrate, an official 
v^ho entertained these returned men in 1917, when, in a squad of 50 
returned wounded and disabled soldiers, they were the guests of Mayor 
Curley in Bo- ton for a week. 
The soldiers had liecn invalided 
\ back to Saint .John after spendins 

many ninntlii! of hardships in train- 
ling afid in ihc lirst-liiip troiu-hcs, and

On the Boston Commons, in halls 
and theatres, people were giving ad- 
drc-ses, urging young men to join 
the colors. One evening on the Com- 
mons, a few of the Saint .lohn veter- 
ans were listening to a speaker call- 
ing for funds to assist the lied Cross 
Society. The returned men were 
noticed and were invited to say a 
few words. They willingly accepted, 
for they well knew from exjierience 
tlie great work being Hccomplished by 
the Red Cross, not only at home 
among families .of soldiers, hut also 
in the front line trenches and other 
I>arts of the war «one. The three 
veterans were cheered by the assem- 
bly and the result was a large col- 
lection of money from their listeners. 

One afternoon about 1 o'clock, 
while the .Saint ,Tohn soldiers were 
awaiting the arrival of Mayor Curley 
and other officials at a banriuet room 
in a Boston clul), there was a large 
number of business men at lunch in 
another large room. One of Ihe lat- 
ter called two veterans lo the door- 
way and said: "Perhaps you would 
like to know that the gentleman 
sittii.^ there alone at a table is the 
former President Taft of the United 
States." One of the visitors thanked 
him for the information and asked 
whether it would be all right to ap- 
proach Mr. Taft and present the 
greetings of the veterans. So the 
two approached Mr. Taft and sa- 
luted. The former president stood 
up, shook hands with the men, and 
asked about the conditions at the 
front and appeared deeply interested 
when told that all were sure of vic- 
tory for the A!IIe.s. 

It was then learned by the veterans 
that a son of Mr. Taft was an en- 
listed soldier of the United States 
Army and was bound to the front.

The following letter has been sent 
by the association to Mayor James M. 
Curley, asking him to borrow money 
from the government for the build- 
ing of the high school for this dis- 
trict. 

j Hon. James M. Curley, Mayor, 
Dear Sir: 

You were quoted in the Press of 
Sept. 21st in reference to the pro- 
posed public works program under 
the National Recovery Act, that un- 
less or until the proposed Huntington 
Avenue Subway is approved no fur- 
ther steps would be taken by you rel- 
ative to the balance of the $19,000,000 
program. 

Since the proposed program in- 
cludes a high school for West Roxbury 
and Roslindale, the statement attrib- 
uted to you was disappointing to the 
residents of West Roxbury. The need 
for this high school is very great as 
statistics in the possession of the 
School Authorities indicate; and, in 
view of these statistics and the cer- 
tainty of continued growth in the Ros- 
lindale and West Roxbury districts, 
the construction of the High School 
can not be long postponed. Without 
expressing any opinion as to the ne- 
cessity or desirability of any of the 
other items included in your program, 
this association feels that the de- 
sirability of the high school project 
does not depend in any degree upon 
the unemployment situation although 
it will contribute to the relief of un- 
employment.

The one most important issue in the Mayor's race to be soon 
settled, is the endorsement of the Good Government association.

A few weeks ago our remarks on straw ballotinp for Mayor 
were critical and some thought a bit amusing. The practical pels 
all over Boston smile when they talk about the straw vote being 
taken by the traveling caravans and through the mails. They 
know so well the methods by which ballots are manipulated, criss- 
crossed, fingermarked, erroneously counted, unfortunately mis- 
placed or lost, counterfeited ballots printed, and counted, that it 
is no wonder the so called straw ballots taken all over Boston are 
looked upon, not with suspicion but. derision. 

When it comes, however, to the Herald-Traveler straw ballot, 
the practical pols sit up and take notice because for the first time 
in history, the voters' names and addresses appear in that paper 
and, also, their choice of the various candidates who will win in 
the fight for Mayor. 

WE CHECKED HERALDTItAVFLEU BALLOT 
While the voter's guess as to which candidate for Mayor will 
win, should not of necessity mean that they would vote for that 
man, the pols believe, however, that without e?cception the voter's 
choice will be marked on election day, because each and every one 
of them expect to win the prize money offered by the Herald. 
After hours of weary, tedious labor, we have gone through over 
a 100 columns of closely printed guesses, as they appear in that 
paper anu checked the names of only those who reside in Boston. 

NICHOLS IS LEADINf; 

Below we print the results found on October 6, 7, 9, on the 
vote cast for Mansfield, Nichols and Foley. At the headquarters 
of the various candidates for Mayor this work is being done so 
that the accuracy of our figures can be immediately called into 
question if we have purposely favored one candidate over another. 
We have endeavored to present this tabulation in all fairness and 
correctness, with no thought of padding the figures. Here is the 
vote as tabulated and recorded on the days specified:

From the foregoing it would appear that if the trend should 
so run throughout the city, Nichols would be an easy winner. 
But this most important and most accurate straw ballot ever cast 
in this city, does not mean any such thing. The great bulk of 
these 6700 votes come from Dorchester, Jamaica Plain and Ros- 
lindale, with quite a few from South Boston, Hyde Park. Rox- 
bury and an even less number from Allston, Charlestown, East 
Boston, and the city proper. 

PAYING BACK A GRUDGE 
If one figures that the voting strength of the important sec- 
tions specified above would aggregate about 70,000, then if the 
same general trend continued the ultimate votes of the three can- 
didates would be Nichols, .'?3,140; Mansfield, 21,700; Foley, 12,210. 
In the Dorchester district ii does appear definitely that District- 
Attorney Foley has not come up xx. tLe expectations of his friends 
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in a section of Boston where one would looK ror mm to be very 
very strong. There is not in my mind the least doubt but that the 
friends of Congressman McCormick are paying back a deeo

When running through the newspaper columns I was struck 
with the strength of Mansfield in the Dorchester wards and the 
strength of Nichols in the South Boston wards. Now the question 
arises in our readers' minds what about the rest of the city** 
Nothing will be gained by wild guesses on our part as the Herald- 
Traveler contest goes on, the interest is growing daily as you will 
notice the increase in the number of votes cast grew tremendous 
from October 6 to October 9. We shall try each following week 
to give a more comprehensive survey as we anticipate that the 
voters m other parts of Boston will also begin to guess wTiat the 
vole of the successful candidate for Mayor will be, urged on by th% 
hope of getting some of the prize money offered.

It might be thought that the real 
issue in the Boston mayoralty elec- 
tion was honest, competent and 
financially prudent local govern- 
ment.

At his request, Mayor Curley said, 
the President Im.^. preiiared a tele- 
gram which the Boston mayor read 
before the conference;

Seriously, while the voters of that excellent 
city will doubtless vote cont,cientiously, and not 
more than one per capita, we cannot help think- 
ing that the optiortunily to put ovei a Reiiubli- 
can candidate in this I^cmoci-atic city. aiii)eals 
to many. Mr. Knox's chances i-est on the pos- 
sibility of holding his iiarty vote and getting a 
i good deal of Democratic su|)por( Thai's what 
makes it a nonpartisan election. 

The most hopeful of the Republicans -say, 
so far as we have listened to them, that the 
normal Democratic edge on the Republicans is 
about 2000 votes.

bilities: One is to arouse from their natural

However, with the family atfaii's of Somei'- 
ville politics we need have no Rcacon Hill con- 
cern. Politii'al window-peeping is not called 
for. So much consideration is here given to the 
Somcrville situation for two reasons: One, at 
which we have delicately hinted, is the moral 
effect on the next state election if a recently 
Democratic city can be made Republican by 
the retui-ns. The other is personal. We do not 
know what if any further political aspirations 
the Republican candidate has, b;it wc may take 
it for granted that Mr. Hagan has his eyes on 
distant stars, as he properly may.

Mayor Curley of Boston has ssked the Post- 
cffice DeparTment to restore service for fourteen 
miles of pneumatic tubes inactive since some 
tinie in the second Wilson administration. Fire 
«nd traffic commissioners who foci the need of 
doing everything pos.^ble to relieve street con- 
gestion have joined in this appeal. The tubes 
■would connect the new main Postoffice with « 
number of the larger branches. 

'Ihe tube system alTords a more rapid service 
thnn (■■■in he obtained from lumbering trucks 
in b\i?y Htreets. ReucfHs through be'der dis- 
patch arc not cnnliiicil to the laige centers im- 
nlediately served, as persons mailing letters to 
those cities, or receiving mail or merchandise 
from tliat source, are interested in prompt serv- 
ice. It has never been made clear why the po'st- 
lofficc authorities ordered the curtailment of the' 
'tube service in Boston and other cities. They 
should either restore it or give a definite reason 
for not doing so. 

The tube systems are privately owned and 
operated ur.der contract.

Hsan" fight Cor Mayor in which four 
avow*a Democrats and two avowed 
Republicans have been tearing each 
other to pieces for the past few weeks, 
winds up Tuesday neat, Nov. 7th. 

As the situation stands today the 
fight has narrowed down to a three- 
man contest with Frederick W. Mans- 
field, bearing the Good Government 
Association endorsement ; Former 
Mayor Malcolm E. Nichols, endorsed

Mansfield has been making a tellin; 
fight, relying upon the strength hi 
showed four years ago when he locked 
horns with Mayor Curley and th< 
backing of the Good Government As- 
sociation. 

Former Congressman Joseph F. 
O'ConncIl whose campaign has been 
underway for months has been slash; 
ing right and left on the radio and 
in Ms rallies, but the effectiveness ol 
it is uncertiau. However, it is knowo 
that he has consderable strength- 
among the women. 

With Mayor Curley definitely lined 
up with District Attorney Foley the 
latter has <a good dnial of strength 
and looms as the outstanding candi- 
date among the four Dcmoorals.

Before another issue of the Argus-Advocate, the most spectacu- 
lar mayoralty contest in the history of Boston will have ended, 
and the city, state, and nation, which have followed the cam- 
paign, will have a chance to pass judgment in their choice of a 
man to succeed Mayor Curley. 

Regardless of the fact that officially municipal elections in 
Boston are supposed to be conducted on a strictly non-partisan 
basis, the battle for votes has seemingly generated into a test of

Buttons for 
the candidates arc In such 
abundance that even zippere 
are crowded off the market. The 
streets are filled with electric 
squawkers, and barkers, and 
many of the unemployed are on 
the payrolls. And all this In 
done for a salary of $20,000. 
This adds to th« mystery. 



And yet who cares, except 
that the captains and the kmgs 
should depart and the noise 
cease. And yet, rather the worst 

of mayors than the best of 
Bostons municipal campaigns. 
The contagion is widespread.

Some contribute be- 
cause of their consciences, to 
save Boston, but more, per- 
hap.s, because of the material 
dividends which they hope to 
be paid, should the candidate 
whom they support be success- 
ful. And the "practical" far 
outrun the others in the quan- 
tity and in the amount of their 
contributions.
